2) The officers' school for political officers was located 
next to the officers' school for quartermasters no. 1 in 
HUNGARIA ut 1-3 • The prerequsite for being admitted to 
this school was that the students had to have been member 
of the Communist Party for 3 years and have had served for 
3 years in the ranks. The school was named after ZRINYI 
MIKLOS .
